the letter and envelope. A copy of the letter and envelope 
was then forwarded to the Chicago Division of the FBI by 
telecopies. On January 21, 1982, the Chicago Division of 
the FBI then opened an investigation under the extortion 
statute. Title 18, United States Code, Section 876 (3) , 
in that a message containing a threat to kidnap or injure 
any person was delivered or caused to be delivered by the 
postal service. Subsequent investigation by Chicago at 
Chicago revealed the following facts : 


Two subject s were developed in the above investigation.

| juvenile. Both subjects were interviewed by Special Agents 


(SAs) of the FBI in the presence of their parents, where both 
admitted their cupability in co-authoring the letter to Congressman 
Yates.

Both subjects and their parents were apprised of the 
seriousness of the situation and the possible consequences of 
their acts. All agreed they had acted irresponsible and 
immaturely and would not repeat any such actions in the 
future. Both subjects offered to write a letter of apology 
to Congressman Yates on their own init iative, and a lso offered 


to deliver in person an apology to the 


residence . 


In view of the nature of the above incident, that 
there was no viable attempt to carry out the threat, and 
that both subjects are juveniles who appear to be penitent, 
Chicago Division of the FBI will not be formerly presenting 
the above violation to the United States Attorney for the 
Northern District of Illinois for prosecution.
